ties; By it we may commune withall the 
Patriarehes. Prophets, Apoſtles, Martyrs, 
Confeſſors, Fathers of the Church (the 
ngtus and wonders of the world) that e- 
ver were; and whenſqener any doubt a- 
riſeth and troublethᷣ our mindes we way 
cull a greater & more generall Councell; 
then eicher  Conſlantmne ,' Theodoſans, or 
any of the Romane Emperours either 
did, or could doo. 
Ihe benefit of writing will appeare to 
be the greater, if we eompare thorns 
(being renowned for wiſdome and lest. 
ning) neuer wrote any thing, (at yr 
#484 £orans 
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,Sotrates and others, of whom very 
— — with Plato, Ariſſa, 
tie, and the like, that committed the trea⸗ 
ſures ol their learning; and wiſedome to 
writing, who, being dead long ſince, yet 
live, and are the great Maiſters of the 
world euen vnto this day. Hence it i 
that no treaſure was anciently, nor is Pres 
ſently eſteemed greater, then the holy li- 
brary of the church; in which reſpeſt 
the Romanſtes deſerue exceeding ill, that 
did formerly, & doe preſently adalrerate 
the monuments of antiquitie, and leaue ih 
nothing ſincere, and vncorrupt, as their 
manifoid forgeries in former times, theit 
Index expurgatorins and other like prac 
tiſes of theſe times make it too plaine. 
This beeing noted in generall tou - "Wh 
ching the benefit of writing, let vs come 
to the more eſpeciall conſideration of ſa 3M 
cred writing and the obiect of it. In the 
Apoſtles times men admired their wit

This doctrine of 
fayth tleafh we miſtake it) is deſcribed by 
two circumilances. It was ovce delinered, 
and it was delivered co the Sams, It is ſaid 
to haue been once delivered , ro expreſſe 
the difference berweene the manner of 
the diuine revelation formerly, and ſince 
Chriſt appeared. For before, the henuer- 
ly truth was reuealed, not all at once, but 
in divers ſorts, and degrees, according as 
the time wherein the reuelation vvas 
made, was neerer, or more remote from 
the appearing of Chriſt, but in the laſt 
times God ſpake by his owne ſonne, and 
by him at once dehuered all that, that ſhal 
be knowne concerning himſelfe , till the 
ds of che world. So that we which are 
hriſhans muſt belieue noching but that 
ich was delivered at the firſt begin- 
ing of Chriſtiamtie. _ : FR. 
So that the error of the Mfontarifts is to 
xe reiefted, which imagined, that Chriſt 
uealed not all the myſteries of his king- 
Jome to Peter, on whom he promiſed to 
zuild his Church, to Jobs, the diſciple he 
deerely loned, which leaned on his 
realt at the myſticall ſupper, and tothe

caule it is the laſt, to continue for ever, &

But palsing by theſe errors of 
call and vaine men: in that the faith is ſa 

to haue beene once deliuered, we oblent 

two things; the fyſt , that that onelie I 
true which was delivered at the firſt. Fot 
howſoeuer many things be more full 
diſtinctly. and expreſly knownein latte 
times then they were formerly. yet ia 
were delivered at the firſt infolded in 
neralities, out of which they are aft 
wards more diſtinctly, and expreſly 0 
duced, euen as a child, when it is ful 


borne, hath all thoſe parts of body

euer after it hath, though not expreſſed 
and enlarged as afterwards they are, as 
Vincentius Lerinenſis moſt aptly noteth. 
Secondly we may obſerue, that vvhat- 
ſoeuer may be proued to he moſt aunci- 
ent, is vndoubtedly true, as being imme- 
diatly inſpired from the ſpirit of truth.

We deny not therefore, but moſt wil- 
inely graunt vnto our aduerſaries, that 
Antquitie is a note ofthe true Church3 
ot as if that Church were alwaies pu- 
ſt, and moſt vncorrupt, which firſt re- 
ved the fayth, and hath longeſt conti- 
vedin the profeſſion of it : for then the 
Tibiopias and Aan Churches, would 
Proue themſelues as pure or purer, then
